1 shall not stop to charac-
terize the motives which seem to have guided
the production of this resclution, for 1 feel
Fure that your mind* is too upset to have har-
bored or entertained them spontaneousiy; but
¥ou appear to have gons to the meeting of your
colleagues after having recelved my suggestion
that the whole, or a pottion, of the Paris funds
might &o used for the evicted tepants; and
afier having learned from me that 1 declined
toshare any respousibility in the matter with
anybody save yourself, you then appear to have
sanctioned the passage by them of an mismwesn-
ing obstruction, an oppressive resalution.
Sh 1 Imy ions on O'Bricn.

Unmeaning, because you were perfectly
aware that you andl have jointly full power
over the funa, to dispose of as we think best
for the pational interests, and that your col-
leagues have vever yot been consulted as to its
disposition and have no sort of autherity to in-
terfore in the mansgement of i1 expenditure;
an obstruction, because you know very well [
could not agree to the conditions sought to be
impeo=sod by your colleapues, and which appear
to have been suggested in order to bring mat-
Lers to a deadlock; and oppressive, because the
resolution as a reason for the insertiou of this
objectionable condition makes impuzations
ngainst O'Brien of so shameful a eharacter as
to make its adoption Ly any body of Irishmen
claiming to be patriots appear incredible.

I must also respectiully protest against the
publication by your colleagnes of the extent of
the reserve resources in Paris. Fortonately
their knowledge upon the subject does mnot
equal their reckiessness, and in stating the
amount of £36,000 they have conmiderably over-
estimated the tund still available, 1 would re-
mind you that daring the special commission I
distinctly Jdeclined to  give the court any in-
formation which wo lead to a disclosure of
the nuture and extent of the reserve resources.

Dangerous to the Tenants,

Ikoow mothing mwore dangerous and mis-
chievous to the evicied tepants' interests, and
tue folly of such attempted aisclosure would
Lave been palpable to everybody, save cortan
men, some of whom have shown themselves
only too anxions to make a little political capi-
tal ut the expense of the evicted tenants. You
will forgive me if 1repeat in conclusion the
auestion with whieh I closed my letter of the
Isth, as 1o whether you are wiiling to accept
the trust conferred on us by Ihllon and co-
operate with me in distributing the funds te
the evicted tenants until his release from
prison.

DEAR PArxELL—] have submitted your last
lotter to the mesting of our party, and [ am now
in a position to reply. My colleagues hold that
we are dealing with a natiopal fund, raised by

ulilic contribution, for the furtherance of the

rish canse, and that you and I have no title to
iispose of it at our ewn 5leuure. They main-
tan that we derived our fiduciary ition from
them, and, in the exercise of our funciions we
are subject to their authority. I oo my part,
entirely accept this view, and, in caze of any

roposal to me to rel any part of the funds,

should submit it to my colieagues on the rea-
sans stated, for their proposals, and shounld aet
according to their judgment.

Would Demand a Beckoning.

Morcover, I should expect to be furnished
with aceounts of the appropriation of money
atready released lor the information of my col-
leagues, before making them assent to any pro-
posal to release a further amount. 1 donet
know any ground upon which it could be con-
tended that you or I, or both, have the right to
teal with this public money as freelyasifit
were onr own, even if we were given the
anthority to dispose of the fund for the benefit
of the evicted tenants,

1do not see how you and 1 conla efficiently
supervise this expenditure. 1 doub: whether
you hiave, and I lave not the requisite personal
knowledge of the details of the agrarian situa-
tion, especiaily of estates in the dis:riets directly
concerned, Wae sbould certainly need 0 act
by the advice of others,and the question is who
would they be, and upon what instruction or
whosa nstruction wonld they act in disposing
of the woney. My colleagues and mysell are
at a loss to conceive what objection theres can
be to the Council of the Tevnants’ Defense As-
so¢iation. That body was appeinted by a reso-
Intion of the entire Irish party. It represents
the euddre Iuksl party in s oomstitotion, It
has administered about £30,000 raised in Irelana
in 1889 and has done this with satisfaction.

Recollection of Former Differences,

You, vourself, are one of the treasurers of
the body: Dr. Keony is another, What, then,
can be yonus objections T What better admin-
istratica do you suggest T Il the metion 18
that you and I shonld act without any regular
agency whatever 1o assist us, | apprebend from
the recoliection of serions differences which
sprung ujp between us, as the resait of recent
interviews, that such 4 method would be cer-
tainly irksome and probably unworkable, The
object being simply 10 relieve the evicted ten-
ants, why shonld not such a contribution as we
tan make from the Paris fund to the object be
given to the body which has satisfactorily con-
trolled the expenditures of aboat nine-tenths
of Lhe money applied for the same purpose
sinoe 1889,

1 have tv add that no information has been
yet afforded us by the National League as to
the expenditure of the sum of £3.000 which was
handed over to the Lesgue. Bur the money
inst relensed fromn the Paris fund,
s this sum was, was set free
Ly my co-operation, for the purpose
ol giving succor to the evicted tenants. My
colleagues and | consider ourselves entitled to
ask for tho particulars of its appropriation,
The questiop does not at all concern O Brien,
who acied only as an intermediary in the trans
mission of the monesy from the Paris bankers
1o the League. What we wish to nscertnin is
how the League applied it.

DEAR McCARTHY—] received your letter,
bearing postmarks of the 24th, en my return
to Lomdon fram Ireland, I regretto find your
colleagues £till insist on depriving you of the
position of joint trustee, in which I placed you,
over the Paris fund, and that they consider
themsélves hotter entitled to  occupy this posi-
tlon than yon, Yoo tell me they say von de-
rive yonr jndiciary positition from them. but [
would rewlod vou that this fund was eollected
and placed in my hands, and that I appointed
you my joini trustee theroin before the preat
wijority of them occupied noy public position,

Carefully Nursed the Fund,

That | have carefully nursed it durine many
years, and bave bad the sole respoosibility of
selecting 1ts investments with the resuic that
it is now many thousand: in excess of what you
or they had supposed, you know; also that
wa have never upon any occasion  con-
sulted any ot your colleagues with
reference to  its care or investment,
and that the claim which you say they now
put forward to share your trustecship is ad-
| vanced for the first time, and apparently with

the purpose to obstruct and insult. Your fur-

ther suggestion that anything in my letter of
| the 20th can be taken as_indicating an opinfon
that you ot I, or both of us together, have a
rigit to deal with this public money as freely as
if it were our own is absoletely unwarranted.

Ditton Provided the Means.

When Dillon asked us to undertake this daty
be provided the means for enabling us to ob-
tain the requisite knowledge of all the details,
by instructing James O'Brien to p at our
d I the ¥ bouks and papers, and
also by directing Ginoell, who acted as Dillon's
| secrelary in connection with this business, to
give us full information on the matters con-
nected with the distribution of the fund. DMl
lon evidently considered that the Council of
the Detense Assoclation could not carry out
the nocessary duties, or he would have applied
to them instend of to ns.

Your colleagues are quite in error in inform-
ing you that the Council of this association
bas administered 50000 This body never ad-
ministered & single penny; they simply conlined
themselves to collecting. Their doties have
Leen mercly 25 a conduit pipe, throngh which
subscriplions from the oonutry passed
e thess who Dl charge of s silmin.
istration. Yo such an extent lave they
carpiedd this, that they always carefully pro-
tected themseolves trom 4ny knowledge of the
details. They bawve equally careful to
have no official knowledpge whatever of the
estates of the disiricts receiving help from the

“You and 1

fend, or the amounts respectively allotted, or

the persoons or local anthority cha with the
administration of the g;r-.nlf na
Anxious for an Agreement.

They simply confined themselves to receiving
subscriptions and signing checks, payable te
1hose persons who administered and distributed
the proceeds of these chocks and any moneyTes
ceived from me or others to the evicted tenants
And who were these persons when they were in
the enjoyment of liberty? They were O'Hrien
and Diflon. When these gentlemen were in
vrison or abroad they appointed others to
take their place. At one time it was Mr. Gill
and John Raymond; at other times Carew and
Claacy.

Dillon has now asked us to assume the daty,
and I will not ba a party to the evasion of this
respousibility by making impracticable pro-
posals, or setting np pretex:s or exenses. Iam
most anxious to ¢olne to %ome arrangement
with you by which the evicted tenants may be
protected until they can obtain fair set-
tlements, and this question should mot be
allowed to assume any tisan complexion
as betwren us. I donot think your course in
submitting the dotails of our conversation to
your collearues and in sanctioning the passage
or publication of a resolution framed in conge-
quence of this knowledge, obviously designed
a8 a stroke of partisan policy, was a
reciprocation  or acknowledgment of my
attitude, but 1 dn not see why. if the
attempt to make party capital ont
of the position of the evicted tenants 15 aban-
doned, there should be any difficulty in our
arresing upon the selection of two membars,
one from amons your colleagues and one from
among mine, who are practically acquainted
by personal jence m Ireland, with the
detalled situation of thess estates, who wonld
en-operate with us in continping the system
hutherto adopted.

Gill Suggested to Assist,

Obviously the simpler plan would be to ask
Gili, who occuples a peutral position in this
controversy, to resume the place he filled after
Dillon's first imprisonment for a period, I be-
lieve, of nearly two years Some time eince I
mentioned this matter to Gill, but was not sue-
cessful in indocing him to ectertain it. Perhaps,
however, he might now be Induced to nssist us.
You also say youn expect, for the information of
your colleagues, to be furnished with an ac-
enunt of the appropriation of the £8 000 aiready
released. You will remewber that yoo and I
signed a joint order on Munros & Co. to hand
over this sum to O'Brien, It was appropriatea
in accordance with his directions, and 1 have
not asked him for any account, and do not -
tend to doso. If you require any furtherin-
formatiou on the subject it will be noressary
for you to apply to him.

Representative Dingley Thinks It
Will Go Down in History

AS A BUSINESS INSTITCTION.

A Resume of the Work Accomplished in
Loth Sessions.

LIST OF IMPORTANT LAWS ENACTED

[FROM A ETAFF CORRESFONDENT.]

WasHiveToN, March 6.—Represenia-
tive Dingley, of Maine, is enthusiastic over
the work of the Fifty-first Congress, and
thinks that history will write it down as &
pre-eminently business Congress. Among
other complimentary things, he said to-day:
*The work done by any Congress is not to
be measured by the number of acts and re-
solves passed, although a comparison of
these with the number passed in other Con-
gresses, shows that the largest number ever
enacted by any Congress. An act pension-
ing John Jones counts asone in such an
enumeration, and a tarifl act countsonly one.

“In important measures, however—meas-
ures of far-reaching legislation, of publie
importance, which call forth strong opposi-
tion as well as earnest support—the achieve-
ments of the Fitty-first Congress have been
80 numerous and so great that it will be re-
garded as pre-eminently the business Con-

gress.
Long List of Laws.

“Think of the long list of public acts
which have become laws. A tariff act,
comprising an entire revision; an adminis-
{rative customs act, designed to secure a
uniform collection of duties; pension legis-
lation which liberalizes the pension laws so
as to reach faithful soldiers who cannot
prove that their disability originated in the
service, .

“Then there is an act reapportioning
Representatives to Copgress under the new
census; acts admitting six new States to the
Union and establishing the nsw Territory
of Oklahoma; an act prohibiting the use of
the mails for the circulation of lottery ad-
vertisements; the original package sct; an
act probibiting the formation of trusts; an
act forfeiting non-earned lands granted to
railronds; acts ratifving treaties extinguish-
ing the Indian title to millions of acres of
vublic lands, )

“An act to refund the direct tax {o States
which paid the same was also passed, and
basides legislation providing for the pay-

agreeing to the selection of two bers, one
from among your colleaguesand one from
mine, who are practically acquainted by per-
sonal experience in Ireland with the decailed
situation of those estates who would co-operata
with us in contiouing the system therto
adopted. Very few of my colleaguesare in
town mow, and 1 conld not, without the
sanction of my party, make my final

ment, but am willing that any sum ac-
tually needed for the present wants ol the
tenants should be released and entrusted by
you and me to James O'Brien and Ulancy, for
distribution. No time should be lost and mno

delay in the relief of the tenants should be
interpos 1, pending some definite final sertle-
ment of tue guestion. That inal settlement, 1,
for my part, should do my best to bring about
at the earliest possible moment.

the way for a Tory cum-Parnellite compaet
like that of 1883,

GLADSTONE WILL SPEAK,

*“When the Fifty-first Congress assembled
it found the country agitated by a dem-=&d
for more currency, in consequance of which
the owners of silver mines had been able to
create s sirong sentiment for the free coin-
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 of gold,
when the actual market ratio was 20 to L.
This orrsniwl movemen: for free coinage
was able to earry the seheme through the
Senate, but the House stood up against it,
and secured & compromise measure, which
maintained the soundnessof our currency
and atthe same time inereased the eireu-
lating medium and used substantially silver

“What great service this Congress has
done to the business of the country in sue-

Alding Awmnerican Shipping,

“Then there is the act Jooking to the es-
tablishment of American steamship lines
between this country and foreign countries,
especially South American countries, where
trade is being opened up to our citizens by
the important reciproeal arrangements
which Secretary Dlaine is making with
themn, under the authority granted uonder
the recent tariffact. While 1 had boped
that the shipping legisiation of the Fifty-
first Congress would be more comprehensive
than this—looking to the restoration of our
merchant marine—yet the passage of this
measure marks a new era in our legislation
and will lead to further steps.

*“The mere mention of all this important
legisiation achieved by one Congress—
omitting the other important measures, such
as the elections bill and the bankruptey
bill, passed by the House and not passed by
the Senate—is sufficient to stamp the work
of the Fifty-first Congress as the most com-
prehensive and important done by any one
or even & half doren Congresses outside of
the war period.

Defense of Republican Action.

“The =enseless ery which has been raised
that the Republican majority has denied to
the wminority rights essential to deliberate
legistation has no foundation, The minority
ot a parlismentary body has the right to
reasonable debute, but not the right to pre-
vent & vote, When so-called debate and
even ordinary motiops are used to prevent
actinn they cease to be rights.

““The record shows 6,465 pages of debates
in the Fitty-first Congress more than in the
previous Democratic Congress and almost
four times as much .as in the Thirty-seventh
Congress. Such a record of debates show
that no measare suffered for waot of discus-
slon.

“It is sufficient to say that hardly one of
the important political measures enacted by
the Fifty-first Congress would have passed
if the rules had not been amended. The
Democratic miinority understood this and
counled on preventing tariff and other legis-
lation by obstruction taeties.

KILLED THE MEASURE

Snap Judgment Taken on Seanor’s
Anti-Discrimination Bill,

NEGATIVE REPORT MADE ON IT

By a DBare Quorum of the Committes
Having It in Charge,

SEANOR STRUCK DUMB WITH SURPRISB

Harrispuna, March 6.—The most sur-
prised man in the House this morning was
Mr. Seanor, of Indiana, when the Judiciary
General Committes reported his anti-dis-
crimioation bill to the House with a nega-
tiva recommendation.

A
meeting of the commities was held this
morning at 8:30 o'clock, at which but 6 of
the 25 members were present, thess being
Chairmsn Johoson and Messrs, Talbot,
Willinme, Skinner, Kiuney and W. K.

Messrs. Talbot, Kinney and Jones voted
for the motion, and Skinner and Williams
against it. Chairmau Johuson did not vote.
S0 rapidly did the committee get in its
work that when Messrs. Wherry, Stewart,
and one or two other friends of the bill, got
to the meeting they found that it bad ad-
journed and their measure was dead. In
fact, it is asserted that no motion to adjourn
was made, the committee simply evaporat-
ing, as it were.

The affair causesconsiderable unfavorable
comment. OF the 25 members of the com-
mittee, only six were present. Under its
rules, a %mmun was present, the necessary
number having recently been reduced from
nine to five, but it is the general opinion
that a weasure in which the people have
been for years interested, and upon which
nction has been promised in the platforms
of both parties, shonld not bave been Ekilled
by the votes of three men. Action upon a
bill of such importance might at least have
been postponed until a larger number was
present.

Members of the committee assert that the
blame attaches to Mr. Seanor, who insisted
that the bill be disposed ol to-day, and that
he ehould have known that it would be
impossible to get a full attendance at that
hour on Friday morning. Mr. Seanor
hardly knows whether to regard it as a huge
Joke or an outrage, but will, on Monday
evening, offer 2 resolution to place the bill
on the ealendar, and claims he will have the
votes to do it. Remembaring the fate of the
Burdick bill, however, the prospects in this
case seem anything butrosy.
